At 2 O’clock This Morning the Barnes- 
ville Elues Were Guarding the 
Calabtose in Which Wil- 
liams Was Imprisoned. 

The Mob Gone. 


Oscar Williams, the negro who has been 
chased through four counties by an angry 
mob of outraged Clayton county ‘citizens, 
was captured last night In Barnesville 

This morning at 2 o’clock armed soldiers 
sre guardirg Oscer Williams from the 
mob that is waiting to take him from the 
little jail where he was placed after his 
capture by the marshal of that town. 
Later he was spirited away for safe 
keeping. 

The negro has been positively identified 
as the one who committed the assault in 
Henry county, near Lovejoy, last Satur- 
day, and he admits that his name is Oscar 
Williams. 

He was caught last night before 9 o’clock. 
He was going into Barnesville when ar- 


When caught 
he failed to make a satisfactory explana- 
tion of hinself. He said he was Oscar 
Williams and had been living near Zebu- 
He claims that there are two Oscar 
Willlamses and that he is not the one 


Williems would have been ‘swinging toa 
telegraph pole this morning but for the 
prompt action of Mayor Huguley, of 
Barnesville, The mayor saw that the mob 
was going to lynch the prisoner and he ep- 
pealed to the governor to order out the 
troops. 

The governor authcrized the mayor to 
call out the military and in a few minutes 
the Barnesville Blues were marching down 
to the guardhouse with their guns, and in 
full uniform. When the froops arrived on 
the scene the crowd had already formed for 
the lynehing bee. The train from Griffin 
had carried down a large number, and all 
of them seemed determined to take Wil- 
liams’s life. 

At first the mob seemed disposed’ to pay 
little attention to the soldiers, but the 
frm demeanor of the armed troops soon 
convinced the crowd that ‘there would be 
trouble if an attempt was made to lynch 
Williams. 

The crowds were on the streets around 
the guard house nearly all might, and 
much excitement prevailed. By 12 o’clock 
the cooler headed ones had dispersed and 
by 1 the streets were almost deserted but 
for the soldiers, who walked around the 
guard house with fixed bayonets. 

Late at night Governor Atkinson was 


asked for instructions, and he telephoned 
the officers in Barnesville to carry the 
Prisoner to Macon or Atlanta. The offi- 
cers in Barnesville expressed the fear that 
the negro would be pulled from the train 
if brought to Atlanta through’ Griffin, 
Jonesboro or Lovejoy, | 
Governor Atkinson then advised that the 
Prisoner be carri¢d to Macon, and if want- 
ed in Atlanta, then brought here over the 
Southern railway. 
There seems to be no doubt that the right 
man is at last caught. He has been iden- 
fied as the man wanted in Henry and his 
actions bear out the belief that he is the

Governor Offers Reward. 
Early yesterday morning Governor Atkin-

reward for Williams.- The governor was 
already considering the advisability of 
Such an action, and as soon as he re- 
ceiveé the petition he instructed his sec- 
Fetary to advertise a reward of $260 for 
the negro.

DLUECOATS CALL THE DANCE 


Wild Scenes Followed and a Rush For 
Doors Was Made, 


FINALE COMES TODAY IN POLICE COURT 


Hacks and Patrol Wagons Were Call- 
el Into Service To Carry the Gay 
Participants to the Station 
House Where Cases 
Were Made. 


The masquerade ball at the coliseum last 
night was concluded at the police station 
and all the principals were released on 
copies, while the spectators were sum- 
moned to appear in police court today as 
witnesses. 

When the ball opened at 9 o’clock there 
Were about fifty persons on the floor. The 
immense building was brilliantly lighted 
and the scene was one of gayest revelry. 

The had but begun when. the 
police officers, acting under instruetions 
from the chief, raided the yk 
arrested all who were on the floor. 

When the arrests were made the dancers 
resented the action of-the police and a 
general fight followed. in which beer bot- 
tles and glasses flew thick and fast. Blood 
flowed freely and the fight, thoygh brief, 
was fast and furious. Sergeant Abboit 
was under orders from Chief Connolly to 
arrest everybody in the place if there were 
any women of a questionable character 
at the dance. 

The dancers did not arrive until about 
9 o'clock, and there was no dancing until 
about 10. It was at this time that the 
sale of beer and whisky was stopped and 
those present began to grumble. It de- 
veloped, however, that part of the crowd 
had come prepared for such an emergency 
and large and suggestive bottles were pro- 
duced. 

It took only a short time’ for most of 
those to get under the influence of whisky 
and beer. 

Sergeant Abbott announced at 10:30 
o'clock that he had instructions to arrest 
all who participated in the affair. This 
caused a panic and some of the crowd 
made a rush for the door. Several suc- 
ceeded in escaping, but the greater part 
were headed off. 

The women were ordered into the dress- 
ing room to await the arrival of the patrol 
wagon, and the men were told to wait 
in the center of the track. All were urged 
to keep quiet. , 

Neither of these orders were obeyed. 

The men persisted in going back to the 
dressing room of the women and the wo- 
men would come into the place where 
the men were congregated, and for a 
time it looked as if the officers would fare 
badly.

A few blows had already been passed 
when the policemen again came upon the 
scene, having been attracted by the noise. 
They speedily quelled the rioters, but 
their troubles had only begun, for each 
man insisted on having everybody else ar- 
rested, and the officers made the best of 
a bad job by announcing that all were 
prisoners. 

In the meantime a patrol wagon 
many hacks had been telephoned for, and 
they came with a rush. After their ar- 
rival with several officers the men and wo- 
men were ali drivem like sheep to the en- 
trance of the building and packed away 
like sardines in the patrol wagon and 
hacks. On the wagon there were fourteen 
prisoners, most of them dressed in fantas- 
tic costumes. 

By the time they arrived at the police 
barracks sullenmess and anger had given 
way to jollity, and it was a very gay 
crowd that rolled up to the station. Here 
men and women were given their liberty 
and a copy of charges against them. They 
will report to Judge Andy at his matinee 
this afternoon, there to give an account of 
their actions at the affair last evening. 

Probably the man who is more disgusted 
with the affair than any one else is Char- 
ley Sasseen, who gave the ball. The 
whole affair was a failure, expenses were 
not made, the costumes, nearly all of 
which were rented from Sasseen, were

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SULTAN MAKES ANOTHER PLAY 


Commands His Ministers To Reach an 
Agreement. 


HIS TROOPS ARE IN READINESS 


Report of the Imperial Council Btig- 
matizes the Concert of Europe as 
League Against the Crescent. 


Constantinople, July 14.~—Important min- 
isterial councils were held on Sunday and 
Monday, at which an indemnity of £6,000,000 
was agreed upon as the extreme limit of 
Turkey's concession. This.agreement was 
Sanctioned by an imperial irade. 

The councils further prepared a report 
Stigmatizing the concert of Europe as a 
“league of the cross against crescent.’’ The 
Sultan, after considering the report, an- 
swered by the following irdde: 

“IT am convinced that the €ffort and en- 
ergy of the powers are direct#d entirely to- 
ward the maintenance of. peace and the 
prevention of fresh complications. In these 
circumstances, it is the plain-duty of Tur- 
key, whose sentiments are likewise pacific, 
to put an end to the present abnormal sit- 
uation, 

“Consequently, I command the ministers, 
if possiblé, to find the necessary means for 
concluding the negotiations and to sign the 
preliminaries for peace by Thursday.”’ 

The foregoing is authentic but is regarded 
as a ruse intended to delay a decision, al-

TRANSFER CASE GROWS LIVELY 


City’s Transfer Ordinance Was Not 
Read Out Correctly. 


COLLIER AT ONCE PROTESTED 


He and City Attorney Anderson Grew 
Vigorous in Court—Matter Was 
Firally Straightened Out. 


Asheville, N. C., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
argument of the transfer case was, closed 
today. It was opened this morning by 
Colonel N. J. Hammond, who contended for 
the proposition that Mr. Seixas had the 
right to stay in court because of his hold- 
ing of stock in the Consolidated.

Pittsburg, July 14.—The prospect for a 
Settlement of the great miners’ strike is 
brighter tonight than at any time sinee the 
struggle began, and both sides are almost 
ready to count on a resumption of work 
in the near future. The cheering announce- 
ment is made tonight that W. P. De Armitt, 
president of the New York and Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company, whose 1,200 men have 
been. constantly at work, and without 
whose assistance the success of the muve- 
ment would have been jeopardized, has 
agreed to join with the other operators in 
a plan for the settlement of the strike on a 
true uniformity basis. This result has been 
brought about through the efforts of the 
members of the joint arbitration commis- 
who have been working assiduously 
at this end since meeting President De Ar- 
mitt yesterday. This afternoon the com- 
misston called upon Mr. De Armitt and 
submitted their plan, to which he agreed. 
Then the commission met the miner’. of- 
ficials and the proposition also received 
their approval. In agreeing to the terms 
the miners’ officials promised to use thefr 
influence to obtain the signatures of tie 
operators to the contract and they will be- 
gin tomorrow morning on this work. They 
stipulated. however, that the proposed con- 
tract should have no immediate effect in 
calling off the present general suspension.

“That the president be empowered to take 
such measures as in his judgment may be 
necessary to obtain the release by the Span- 
ish government of Ona Melton, Alfred O. 
Laborde and William G. Gilder, and the 
restoration of the schooner Competitor to 
her owner, and to secure this he is au- 
therized and requested to employ such 
means or exercise such powers as may be 
necessary.”’

_The report recites all the facts that have 
been brought out in the Competitor case, 
her ownership, capture, and citizenship of 
the three men named in the resolution, to- 
the proceedings thus far had 
by the Spanish authorities. the trial, sen- 
tence, etc. The report characterizes it a 
“mockery of a trial.” The affidavits of the 
parties are cited to show that they were 
coerced into Spanish waters, in which case 
they were not amenable to Spanish juris- 
diction. They were not subject to piracy 
and intended no act of depredation on the 
high seas, nor were they subject to the 
Spanish authorities on accdunt of alleged 
rebellion. The report then says: 

“Irrespective of any of the foregoing con- 
siderations, the conduct of Spain, as herein- 
before detailed, constitutes such delay and 
denial of justice and such an actual in- 
fliction of injustice upon these men as to 
make it the duty of this government to 
demand reparation therefor. irrespective of 
any act Which these prisoners may have 
committed up to the date of their eapture. 
Among the acts of reparation which ought 
to be demanded should be the release of 
these captives.”’

Convention Hall, Louisville, Ky., July 14.— 
The gold. convention today and tonight 
brought to Louisville from all parts of the 
“bloody ground” politicians who came with 
the purpose, as they put it, of “sustaining 
true democracy and bringing back to such 
those who have strayed after a silver idol.?’ 
There was almost a constant flow of ora- 
tory, 

The first overflowing of enthusiasm was 
when Senator William Lindsay entered the 
hall, and before the cheering for him could 
die out, ex-Secrétary John G. Carlisle and 
the Hon. Henry Watterson appeared and 
fave a fresh impetus to the enthusiasm, 
and yet, judging by the volume of applause, 
it was Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge that 
the heartiest recognition was accorded. On 
account of, the absence in Europe of the 
Hon. George M. Davis, the duty of calling 
the convention to order fell upon the Hon. 
A. J. Carroll, of Louisville. He introduced 
Hon. James €. Simms, of Bowling Green, 
as temporary chairman of the convention. 

Permanent organizatioh was speedily ef- 
fected with the Hon. John G. Carlisle as 
chairman. 

In opening his speech Mr. Carlisle eald: 

“ft congratulate tha national democrats 
of Kentucky upon thé magnificent response 
they have made to the call for this con- 
vention, and [ congratulate the friends of 
sound money, tariff reform and good gov- 
ernment in every part of the country upon 
this auspicious opening of a campaign 
Which, [ am sure, will ba memorable in 
the annals of the party. The proceedings 
of this great assemblage of intelligent and 
patriotia democrats, who hava refused to 
abandon their life long convictions and 
transfer their allegiance to a new political 
combination formed without their con- 
sent and composed largely of their old op- 
ponents, will be watched with intense tin- 
terest by conservative and law-abiding cit- 
izens in every state in the union, and will 
inspire our friends everywhere with new 
zeal and courage tor the conflict in which 
we have enlisted. This is no ordinary pelit- 
ical convention; it is not composed of eub- 
servient partisans, carefully selected and 
drilled by local managers to go first on 
one side and then on the other in obedi- 
ence’ to a nod or a wink from some self- 
constituted leader, who has bargained 
away their votes in advance.

He said that the free 
coinage of silver ag a political issue was 
as dead as the institution of African slave- 
ry, and that no political party could hope 
to live on a platform which advocated 
it. He feferred to the men in congress 
who advocate silver as children playing in 
the dark and he denounced the majority of 
the democratic party as populists and an- 
archists. Incidentally he remarked that 
the party had no leaders and that the 
late campaign wag a, disgrace to American 
manhood. 

His reference to the situation in Ken- 
tucky was entirely egotistical, and he 


| spoke at great length of what he had per- 


sonally done for the democracy in that 


state. In conclusion he said: 

“Of political ambition fT have had ncne 
which has not embraced the glory of my 
country and the happiness and prosper- 
ity of my countrymen here in Kentucky 
and everywhera throughout the union, and 
when I go to the exile and oblivion which 
may be in store for me, I shall not be 
left quite destitute. There await me green 
fields and bright eyes and loving hearts, 
and books and music and peace, yea, and 
all that should accompany the man who 
has done his duty as God has given him 
the light to know and the sight to see. 
But my discharge must emanate from head- 
quarters and coma to me by authority. I 
will surrender my commission as a dem- 


ocrat to nobody except the democrats of 
Kentucky. No set of gelf-constituted lead- 


ers, in their impotent blasphemy arrogat- 
ing to themselves the providence of God 
and consigning democrats at least as good 
as themselves, not merely to death, but 
to damnation. can drive me. or such as 
me, out of the democratic party.” 

Mr. Watterson’s speech was most liber- 
ally punctuated by voices and hands ex- 
pressing approval of his utterances, but 
the loudest and longest perhaps was when 
he dramatically declared that the coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 was as 
dead as the imstitution of African slavery. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Watterson’s 
speech the resolutions which had by this 
time beem formulated “were read by the 
Hon. W. C. P, Breckenridge. The senti- 
ment revealed in these resolutions found 
the fullest approbation and the unamimous 
adoption followed with an old-time Ken- 
tuckian heartiness. Henry Watterson was 
the unanimous choice of the resolutions 
committee for its chairman. The resolu- 
tions demounce the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver; eppose the levying of unjust 
taxes; advocate the reform of the curren- 
cy jaws so as to maintain the standard 
of the world and furnish a sound, stable 
and sufficient currency of gold and silver. 

Grover Cleveland Indorsed. 
yrover Clevelamd is indorsed by the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“Tne democrats of Kentucky renew their 
allegiance to the principles of true democ- 
racy as exemplified by the administration 
of Grover Cleveland and as illustrated by 
his eminent secretary of the treasury, J. 


G. Carlisle, and. pledge themselves to re- 
newed and unceasing efforts to embody 
and substantiate them in the national 


policy.’’ 

It was 5:45 o'clock when the reading of 
the resolutions was completed, and a re- 
cess until 8 p. m. was voted. There were 
few vacant seats at the opening of the 
night session to mark the absence of any 
of the 865 delegates who had come from 
113 of the 119 counties in the state. 

The report of the committee on perma- 
nent organization was offered by the Hon. 


W. W. Stephensom, of Harrodsburg, and 
was matified. One of the rules embodied 
in the report provided no person who 


held a federal appointive or elective office 
should be ehgible for service o n any of 
the committees designated for accomplish- 
ing the purposes of the party. This was 
applauded vigorously. Following the dis- 


posal of the committee report, the dele- 
gates listened to the Hon. W. C. P. Breck- 
enridge. At 9:15 o’clock the election of a 


candidate for clerk of the court of appenls 
was entered upon. Those placed in nom- 
ination were the Hon. J. R. Hindman, of 
Adair county; J. G. Orndorff, ef Logan 
county; C. M. Albettt, of Fayette county. 

Mr.° Alberti, howevér, immediately with- 
drew: his name. When Logan county was 
reached Mr. Orndorff withdrew and moved 
that the election of ex-Lieutenant Govy- 
ernor Hindman be made unanimous, 

The convention then adjourmed.

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would be lynched, as the local police were 
inadequate to the situation. 

The governor telephoned the mayor that 
he had the authority to call out the troops 
if he thought such a course necessary or 
wise... The governor instructed him that 
he could get out the troops at once if the 
situation demanded it. 


He telephoned the mayor to bring the 
negro either to Atlanta or Macon. He 
was particular in telling the mayor that 


no reward would be paid unless the pris- 
oner was delivered to the jail ef Fulton 
or Bibb. 

Mayor Huguley said that he would pro- 


ceed to get the military in readiness at 
onee and. provide for any contingency 


that might arise. 

The governor was called up several other 
times and asked for instructions. The 
governor said that he thought the negro 
was not the one wanted, as he understood 
from Barnesville that there were two Os- 
car Williamses. He thought a lynching 
would be very ill advised. 

This Rumor Was False. 

Great excitement was caused all over the 
counties where the search has been carried 
on for Williams by the announcement 
about 1 o’clock yesterday that Williams had 
been caught at Luella, near Griffin. 

The news of the reported capture spread 
all along the line of the Central railroad 
and it was not long before large crowds 
were on their way from Griffin, MeDo- 
nough, Jonesboro and other towns. 

By 4 o’¢lock the little village of Luella 
was full of people, nearly all “of whom 
were strangers. The citizens of the quiet 
hamlet were much surprised at the sight 
of the multitude, 

The Constitution sent its special cor- 
respondent to the scene, but when he ar- 
rived he found that the crowd would be 
disappointed. There was no negro prisoner 
and the marshal had not heard of the re- 
ported capture. When the crowds arrived 
they were mad with disappointment. 

It Was afterwards learned that the rumor 
grew out of a telagram from Lula, in 
north Georgia. The telegram stated that 
the marshal of Belton, in a half mile of 
Lula, had arrested a negro who fitted the 
description of Williams. The prisoner was 
earried to Lula and the police in Griffin 
were notified. The police telegraphed to 
Lula to have the prisoner held until further 
notice. It afterwards developed that he was

First Methodist Committee Holds First 
Meeting Yesterday. 


MF"RERS DIFFER ON CHANGE 


Some Favorec New Church and Others 
Repairing Old One. 


SUB-COMMITTEES ARE TO BE APPOINTED 


Will Investigate Matters and Report 
in Four Weeks—Deliberations 
of the Meeting. 


The committee of First Methodist church 
members appointed to look into the advis- 
ability of erecting a new church or ma- 
terially changing the old one, met in the 
church yesterday afternoon and accom- 
plished practically nothing. The only de- 
cision reached was to appoint two com- 
mittees to further investigate the situation 
and render a report to the committee in 
four weeks. 

The meeting was an interesting one, how- 
ever, from start to finish. The lines were 
closely drawn. Some of the committee- 
men strongly favored a new chureh on a 
new site, and others equally as strongly 
opposed a change. While the deliberations 
were harmonious and the best of feeling 
prevailed, the committeemen differ decided- 
ly on the course they should take. 

There was no vote yesterday afternoon 
that would test the strength of either side. 
The majority, however, is composed of 
those favoring a change of site and new 
church, provided thé old one would bring 
a suitable price. It seems to be the gene- 


ral opinion, however, the property would 
not bring what it is worth now. It is 


most probable a new chureh will not be 
built in the near future. 

There were several resolutions introduc- 
ed, and arguments innumerable. The stew- 
ards in favor of selecting a new site were 
led by Mr. Lewis Thomas, and those wish- 
ing to remain on the present location by 
Mr. C.,W. Hunnicutt. There were exactly 
seventeen committeemen present, nearly 
all of whom took part in the proceedings. 

The meeting was called to order at 6:30 
o'clock by Mr. George Winship, chairman 
of the co .mittee, and the resolution adopt- 
ed last Sunday read. Colonel Osborne, who 
introduced the resolution, was called on for 
the purpose Of the measure, and he stated 
it was to lay the situation before the com- 
mittee for the purpose of dispensing with 
the objections by either erecting a new 
church or preventing the noises if possi- 
ble around the old one. 

Mr. W. H. Nutting was elected secretary. 
Mr. Lewis Thomas wanted to know if tne 
trustees would be bound by the commit- 
tee’s action, and he was assured they would 
not be. Dr. Hurt introduced a resolution 
providing for the retaining of the church 
on the present central property for the 
convenience of the congregation and visi- 
tors to the city stopping at the various 
hotels; that it would be inexpedient and 
impracticable to secure another lot as cen- 
tral as the present one: that it would be 
impossible to dispose of present lot at its 
fair valuation: that it would be best to 
retain said property and make improve- 
ments by changing the ventilation, paving 
the streets with asphalt and decorating the 
building with a new coat of paint. 

Mr. 
ready planning to lay North Pryor street 
with wood blocks, and that the church 
might mot have to bear the expense. Mr. 
Rheinhart introduced a resolution covér- 
ing the same ground as Dr. Hurt’s. but 
more general in eharacter. He wanted the 
committee to take such steps as they. deem- 
ed proper toward remedying the present 
difficulties. 

Mr. Patterson figured on the church hav- 
ing to pay for the paving, and stated it 
would cost in the neighborhood of $4,000. 


Favored a New Church. 


Mr. Lewis Thomas was the first to favor 
the erection of a new church. He took 
the position the site should be changed; 
that the present difficulties could never 
be remedied, and that it would be useless 
to try to rempdel the old structure, as 
far as looks are concerned. He was op- 
posed to the resolutions introduced, and 
offered as a substitute a motion that the 
chairman appoint two committees, one on 
building and the other on improvements, 
to look into the situation and see what 
could be done. 

Mr. Rice thought it would be best for 
the church and the congregation to move 
the church farther out. nearer the corner 
of the jumction of the two Peachfrees, but 
did not consider this a good tim® to build 
or sell. He stated even if the street was 
paved, only half the trouble would have 
disapperred. for the cars would be as noisy 
as ever. As far as he was concerned. 
*however, he was willing to stay at the 
present location, as the building was sound 
and would remain for a number of years. 

Mr. Faim asked if it would not be best 
to buy a lot now and build later. Mr. 
Rice replied he thought the plan might 
be a good one, but did not know. He d'd 
not think the move should be made now 
by gny means. 

Mr. C, W. Hunnicutt made a touching 
talk, in which he referred to the many 
hallowed memories surrounding the old 
spot and opposed the change. The first 
vote was taken on Mr. Thomas's resolution 
for the appointment of committees, and it 
was carried by a vote of 10 to 7. 

Chairman Winsh'p will appoint the com- 
mittees this after#fom, the building com- 
mittee to consist of five members and the 
improvement committee to consist of 
three. No vote was taken on the resolu- 
tions.

‘THE PASSING THRONG. 


Captain J. L. Haskell, of Savannah, 
stopped fm Atlanta yesterday on his way 
to Nashville to aftend a conference of 
cotton seed oil manufacturers. The ‘con- 
ference is to be held today. Captain Has- 
kell has been identified with the manu- 
facture of cotton seed oil in Savannah 
and Atlanta for seven or eight years. 

The business is about holding its own, 
he, states. There is a great fleld for the 
product, but like everything else, the busi- 
ness has to grow. There is no prejudice 
against the oil as an article of food. It 
is clean, pure, and cheaper thar lard, says 
Captain Hskell. The oil has brought down 
the price of lard and is consumed largely 
now instead of lard. But still the demand 
is nothing to what it probably will be 
some day. Only a small proportion of the 
seed is made into oil. The price of seed 
last season was about.$8 a ton. It has 
been as high as $20. Oil was then bringing 
50 cents or more a gallon. Now it is only 
about 16 cents. When oil goes up the 
mills pay more for seed and the farmers 
feel good. There is a point, however, be- 
low which the price of seed cannot go be- 
cause the farmers will use it for fertilizer 
rather than sell it at a low price. Three- 
fourths of the crop is used for fertilizer, 
anyway. 

There are two large oil manufacturing 
companies, the Southern and the Ameri- 
can, but there are many small manufact- 
ures and no company has a monopoly on 
the business.

Washington, July 14.—Representative 
Simpson, of Kansas, today introduced in 
the house a resojution directing the speak- 
er to appoint a committee of five to inves- 
tigate the sugar trust. The resolution is 
preceded by two whereases, the first of 
which declares that it is “currently as- 
serted” .hat the American Sugar Refining 
Company has in violation of the law creat- 
ed a ‘g:gant.c monopoly,’’ and the second 
that said corporation ‘‘by the use of water- 
ed stock, by unfair competition and by 
illegal combination has crushed out legit- 


‘imate competition to an extent which gives 


it the power to depress the price of the raw 
material and to advance the. price of the 
manufactured articles at will, thus throt- 
thing the cane and beet agriculturalists 
with one hand and grasping the pursés 
of the consumers with the others.”’ 

The committee authorized by the reso- 
lution is empowered to semd for persons 
and papers and is to investigate the meth- 
ods of the company, its effect upon agri- 
culture and commerce, ‘‘as well as the 
enhanced cost of one of the necessities of 
life.” and the committee is directed to 
report their findings, and if tne facts war- 
rant it, a bill instituting proceedings by 
the attorney general in quo warranto ta 
annul the corporate existence of the trust.

This afforded a text for some strictures 
by Mr. Morgan on the deadlock which had 
just occurred. The senate had a patriotic 
duty to perform. The pending Pacific 
railway resolution had been unanimously 
reported from the Pacific railroad commit- 
tee, and yet the chairman of that commit- 
tee had conducted the filibuster. It was 
late in the session to begim operations. 
Mr. Morgan said, however, that there was 
no disposition on the democratic side of 
the chamber to retaliate against appropria- 
tion bills or the tariff bill when they came 
before the senate. Democratic senators 
would forbear from restorting to this mis- 
erable method of filibustering. Mr. Thurs- 
tom, of Nebraska, responded that on all 
Pacific railway debates the Alabama sena- 
tor, Morgan, and his associates had in- 
sisted on occupying all the time. When 
it was up at the last session the senator 
from Alabama was the only one to object 
to his (Thurstgn’s) continuing a speech 
om the subject. . 

‘How many days had you spoken?” ask- 
ed Mr. Morgan. 

“Not one-tenth of the time occupied by 
the senator from Alabama on wunimpor- 
tant questions,’ responded Mr. Thurston, 
sharply. 

“We have sat here listening for days 
and weeks and months to the senator 
from Alabama, and some of us. have 
thought that we had some-rights to the 
floor. even if it did curtail the lengthy 
remarks of the senator from Alabama.” 

Turning to the pemding resolution, Mr. 
Thurston said it was designed to defeat 
the interests of the government in the 
guaranty that at least $45,000,000 would be 
bid when the sale of the road occurred. 

Mr. Gear said he resented the charges 
of Met. Morgan as to a filibuster. A quo- 
rum had not been here to consider this 
important question, and for this reason he 
had opposed considering it. He expressed 
disapproval of the Harris resolution, smy- 
ing it would make the government put 
$68,000,000 more into these roads. He also 
criticised the resolution as originally 
framed as designed tv bring about gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of this 
extensive railway property. 

Mr. Harris, the author of the resolution, 
spoke in support of it, arguing that the 
government’s interest would be put in 
jeopardy if the proposed agreement for 
the sale of the government liem in the 
Union Pacific railroad was executed. 

Mr. Morgan further discussed the sub- 
ject, arguing that congress retained com- 
plete control over the Pacific roads under 
the lien originally created in behalf of 
the government, while the pemding fore- 
closure proceedings were based on the er- 
roneous assumption that the government 
had a mere mortgage right. He said he 
did not hold republican senators respon- 
sible for the obstruction that had occur- 
red, as it was not a political obstruction 
but ome in behalf of Mr. Huntington and 
others interested in the Pacific roads. 

Mr. Thurston replied to Mr. Morgan, and 
after he concluded, the subject went over.

WITHDRAWS FROM TRINITY 


W. S. Witham Takes His Letter from 
the Church. 


CAUSED BY W. C. T. U. FIGHT 


Mr. Witham Sided with the Ladies and 
Protested Against Dr. Roberts 
Publishing His Card. 


— 


As a result of the action of the trustees 
in excluding the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union from Trinity, one of the 
most prominent members of the church 
has withdrawn his membership, together 
with that of his entire family. This mem- 
ber is Mr. W. S. Witham, the well-known 
banker™, He became incensed at the way 
in whic the board treated the ladies of 
the Christian ‘Temperance Union and with- 
drew his membership. 

The withdrawal was a great surprise to 
the members of the church who have 
heard of it. There are very few of these, 
however, as the matter has beem kept se- 
cret. Rev. J. B. Roberts refused to say 
whether or not it was true. Mr. Roberts 
was very anxious to keep the whole mat- 
ter within church circles. He said that 
he had nothing to say, further than Mr. 
Witham had built a house on the outer 
end of Peachtree street and might have 
moved his membership. He said that he 
refused to be interviewed. 

It was learned yesterday that the real 
reason of Witham’s leaving Trinity was 
because of a letter which Dr. Roberts 
wrote amd had published in The Constitu- 
tion in reply to criticisms from the ladies 
and in correction of certain alleged errors 
in a report of an interview with him. Mrs. 
P. J. Cochran, the mother-in-law of Mr. 
Witham, said yesterday that Mr. ‘Witham 
protested against the publication of the 
letter and begged Dr. Roberts for a lomg 
time not to publish it, as he knew it would 
cause trouble, and Mrs. Cochran continued: 
‘It did bring trouble, just as Mr. Witham 
predicted.”’ 

Mrs. Cochram said she thought that Mr. 
Witham might not have been entirely ac- 
tuated by the action of/the trustees in 
withdrawing from the church. She 
thought there might have been other mo- 
tives in connection with it that led to the 
withdrawal. 

The reason Mr. Witham took such a de- 
termined stand for the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Uniom in the fight against 
them ts this: His mother-in-law. Mrs. 
Cochran, is one of the most prominent 
temperance workers in the south. She 
is a Christian who devotes a great deal 
of her time and money to the work. and 
she is particularly zealbus in. the prohi- 
bition work. To accomplish what she 
wamts, she thinks it necessary for women 
to have the power to vote, and she is a 
suffragist so far as a vote on the whisky 
question is concerned. The other members 
of the south side club of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union are with her. 

The turn of affairs is much deplored b 
all of the members of Trinity. The chureh 
is one where the utmost harmony has al- 
ways reigned, amd all of the members are 
sorry that any discord has arisen. 

Mr. Witham is in New York on his reg- 
ular summer business trip, and will not 
be back until some time in August. Mrs. 
Witham is also away.

HAS HIS MAN 


Feels Confident That Langford Is Un- 
der Arrest—Milner and His Dep- 
uty Will Reach Ozan Today. 


Sheriff Milner, of Pike county, came to 
Atlanta yesterday and secured requisition 
papers for Tom Langford. and at 4:30 
o’clock he left for Ozan. Ark., where the 
Pike county outlaw is daid to be under ar- 
rest. 3 

Sheriff Milner came to Atlanta yester- 
day morning and went to the governor's 
office. He got the parers of* requisition 
from Major Warren, of the executive de- 
partment. and then left. 

Mr. Milner had very little to say of Lang- 
ford. He thinks that the man caught in 
Ozan is Tom Langford. He was accom- 
panied by a deputy, who will make the 
trip with him and help to bring back the 
notorious prisoner. 

Milner stated, in the governor's office. 
that he was almost certain that he had 
his man. He said that he had received 
two telegrams from a man named Barrow 
in Ozan telling of the arrest and giving a 
full ‘description of the prisoner. 

The sheriff stated that the description 
exactly fitted Langford and that it was 
hardly probable that so close a similarity 
could be in two different men, both of 
whom were named Langford. Mr. Milner 
knows Langford well, having known him 
in Pike county for a long time. He will 
have no trouble in identifying Langford if 
the right man is caught. 

One strong reason why Sheriff Milner 
thinks he has his man is that the most dis- 
tinguishing marks on Langford’s person 
are the same as those on the prisoner at 
Ozan. The most prominent is that all of 
the fingers on Langford’s right hand are 
removed except the index finger. Like- 
wise every finger except the index is off 
the right hand of the Arkansas prisoner. 
Another mark that completes the identifica- 
tion is a long. deep gash on the hip of both 
Langford and the prisoner. The gash was 
inflicted several years ago and is such a 
deep scar that it will always serve to 
mark Langford. 

Sheriff Milner will reach Ozan some time 
today and will wire at once if he has Lang- 
ford. If the prisoner is Langford he will 
start for home immediately, and before 
many hours the memb@r of the famous 
Delk gang will be tn jail here. 

The finding of Langford will completely 
revolutionize the case of Tavlor Delk. Delk 
is the only man who does not believe that 
Langford is eaught. He says he hopes that 
he is, for he wants to see the guilty man 
punished. Taylor protests that Langford 
is the man who killed Sheriff Guinn.

Strange Vagaries of Lewis Fredgarten, 
a German.

SAYS HE DIED TWO WEEES AGO 


Tried To Beat His Brains Out on the 
Prison Bars Because He Was 
Alive—Is a Lunatic. 


A man with the queerest scrt of halluci- 
rations and vagaries is confined at the 
police barracks. He is a German and gives 
Lis name as Lewis Fredgarten. 

Tuesday night shurtly after 12 o'clock, as 
was stated in yesterday’s Constitution, the 
man rushed into the barracks in his shirt 
sleeves with his hat and shoes off. He was 
trembling as if he had the ague and as he 
ran he looked backward as if being pur- 
sued. 

“Save me, save me!’’ he cried to the offi- 
cers at the barracks, as he rushed up to 
them white and panting. 

He was taken to a cell, and the door 
was closed upon him as he begged piteous- 
ly not to be left alone. 

Yesterday morning he stated confiden- 
tially to the turnkey that he had “been 
dead for two weeks.’’ 

The turnkey disputed the statement and 
the queer old German began to cry. 

“Poor me!”’ he wailed. “I thought I was 
dead and now I ain’t. But I must- die.” 

And with this he began to beat his head 
upon the iron bars. If he had not been 
interfered with by the turnkey he would 
undoubtedly have committed suicide by 
butting his brains out. 

The prisoner became so violent and fran- 
tic that it was deemed hecessary to send 
for a city physician. 

“I won't take any PE.” said the Ger- 
man, ‘“‘because it will make me well and I 
want to die.’’ 

The doctor told him that the medicine 
would be certain to kill him and in this 
way induced him to swallow it. + 

After taking what he believed to be 
poison, the old man bade all those around 
him goodby. Waiting a few moments to let 
the poison get in its work he took out a 
chew of tobacco,. cemarking that he would 
take a last chew before he died. In a little 
while the opiate had the desired effect and 
the old man was soon wrapped in peaceful 
slumbers, and didn’t care whether he was 
living or dead. He will be tried on a writ 
of lunacy and sent to the state lunatic asy- 


lum.

desire of the residents of the street. In 
a communication yesterday afternoon | 
Mayor Collier—who is now in Asheville 
leading the movement to dismember the | 
Consolidated Street Railway,-with a 
view of creating a number of lines, each 
with the privilege of charging indepen- | 
dent fares—is quoted as expressing the. 
belief that the proposed improvement is 
impossible. He thinks the unanimous 
consent of the residents of Whitehall | 
street cannot be secured; and, as he. 
understands it, ‘“‘the proposition means | 
@ repaving of the street.” He fears the | 
consent of the Consolidated Street Rail- 
‘way Company cannot ‘be secured to this; 
and, being naturally desirous of accom- 
modating the Consolidated in every way 
possible, the mayor would not for the | 
world injure its sensitive feelings. Not 
only that, but the mayor thinks “the | 
proximity of the railroads makes it im- 
possible to make a Peachtree out of the 
residence section of Whitehall.” ; 

Nobody expects to make a Peachtree | 
out of Whitehall street: but The Con- 
stitution is of the opinion that the res- 
idents of that street are engaged in a 
very commendable undertaking in en- 
deavoring to improve the street as be- 
fits {ts importance. 

As compared to -other residence 
streets of the city, Whitehall street is 
not holding its own. That fact is ap-

That part 
of the city has always borne its part 
of every expense toward public improve- 
ments on the other side. It has done 
so uncomplainingly. It is ready to con- 
tinue to do so.

Years ago—we do not remember how 
many—there were protests in the north- 
ern prints against the anti-miscegena- 
tion laws adopted in some of the south- 
ern states, but Mr. Hawthorne’s remark- 
able screed is the first real proposition 
in behalf of wholesale miscegenation as 
a political or social remedy. It is his 
duty, therefore, to inaugurate the ex- 
periment in his own family. When the 
late Mr. Alcott, of Concord, concluded 
that it was his duty to become an or- 
acle, he did not allow a question of 
bread and meat to interfere with. his 
duty. He sat himself down in a big 
arm-chair and oracled to such an eX- 
tent that his daughters nearly wore 
their lives out to support him. But 
what did the oracle cure? 

Similarly, why should Mr. Hawthorne, 
the proponent of a great political and 
social reform, hesitate to begin the re- 
form in his own family? Why should 
he not rejoice over a prospect that 
would tend to fill his front porch as well 
as his back yarti full of mulatto picka- 
ninnies? Would not this be an evidence 
of his sincerity—of his willingness to 
partake of the cup which he ffers to 
others? 

We think it may be truly said that 
miscegenation will never be truly pop- 
ular in this country until its most cls- 
tinguished advocate undertakes to in- 
troduce it in a practical way, an] gives 
it, aS you may say, the hall-mark of his 
approval. If it is a remedy for anything 
or anybody, Mr. Hawthorne should 
prove it by a practical applicatioy. There

The moving of 
churches, those resolved upon as well 
as those in consideration, is but an evi- 
dence that Atlanta needs more ground 
for her teemiflg population.

Our gocd friend Henry Watterson, 
being the head, and, to a great extent, 
the body of the Kentucky bobtails, felt 
called upon to make a speech at the 
convention yesterday. It was a very 
pretty speech, too, for there is a certain 
literary quality in Mr. Watterson’s style 
which enables him to make presentable 
the veriest fallacies. He has, indeed, 
the gift of expression which lends a 
charm to his more deliberate utterances, 

Nothing shows more clearly the pro- 
tean character of some of our public 
men—their political versatility, as it 
were—than the fact that the man under 
whose auspices the free coinage of Sil- 
ver was brought into notice as a vital 
democratic issue, should now be com- 
pelled by circumstances to publicly de- 
nounce that issue in terms more vio- 
lent than he has ever applied to the re- 
publicans. Far be it from our purpose 
to delve into the causes that have pro- 
duced the spectacle of a distinguished 
public man at war with his own record. 
Mr. Watterson is not the only man who 
furnishes that spectacle; but in all the 
other cases there is no element of 
mystery whatever.

It-is 
modeled quite closely upon the sysiem of 
the United States, and, with the single ex- 
ception of the reservation of the right GF 
the British government to appoint a gov~ 
ernor general from time to time, Would 
answer all purposes of a separate national 
government. In some respeets the federal 
constitution of Australia is more ad- 
vanced than that of ‘the United States, 
particularly in providing uniform legisla- 
tion on some important subjects we have 
left to the states, with very doubtful re- 
sults. It provides that the control of all 
customs taxation shall vest in the federal 
parliament, together with the control of 
the military forces of the commonwealth, 
of the laws relating to marriage and in- 
heritance, to hkighthouses and merchant 
shipping, to the admission and naturaliza- 
tion of aliefis, to the control of banking 
and of the mints, and to the postal and 
telegraph systems of the continent. On 
the other.hand, it proposes to safeguard 
the separate states in the possession of 
all powers of self-government Rot ex- 
pressly handed over to the federal power; 
it provides that their boundaries may not 
be aitered, nor their free control and dis- 
position of their lands interfered with; 
that their exclusive rights of land and of 
direct taxation shall not be infringed; and 
that their great public works—the rail- 
roads of the country—shall remain under 
the control of the state parliaments, sub- 
ject only to the provisos that they shall 
be at all times available for the transpor- 
taton of troops or munitions of war on the 
requisition of the federal authorities, and 
that they shall not be used for any pur-, 
poses of a differential tariff discriminating

Italy takes the lead of European nations, 
with an average annual crop of murders of 
2.479, a ratio per 10,000 deaths of 29.4: Spain 
follows, with a ratio of 23.8, and 1,200 mur- 
ders: Austria, ratio of 8.8, and 600 murders; 
France, ratio of 8.0, and 662 murders; Eng- 
land, ratio of 7.1, and 377 murders. 

In England, in the reign of Henry VIITT, 
there were 71,400 persons hanged or behead- 
ed; in one year 300 beggars were executed 
for soliciting alms. In 1820 no less than 
forty-six persons were hanged in England 
for forging Bank of England notes, some 
of which were afterwards asserted to be 
good. Capital punishment was abolished 
in Italy in 1875, and murders increased 42 
per cent. 


Standard Time. 

Editor Consatitution—Please publish an ex- 
planation of the different standards of time 
which exist throughout the United States. 

é RAILROADER. 

Primarily, for the convenience of the raifl- 
roads, a standard of time was established 
by mutual agreement in 1883, by which 
trains are run and local time regulated. 
According to, this system, the United States, 
extending from 65 to 125 degrees west lon- 
gitude, is divided into four time sections, 
each of 15 degrees of longitude, exactly 
equivalent to one hour. The first (eastern) 
section includes all territory between the 
Atlantic coast and an irregular line drawn 
from Detroit to Charleston, S. C., the latter 
being its most southern point. The second 
(central) section includes all the territory 
between the last named line and an irregu- 
lar line from Bismarck, N. D., to the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. The third 
(mountain) «section includes all territory 
between the last named line and nearly 
the western borders of Idaho, Utah and 
Arizona. The fourth (Pacific) section cov- 
ers the rest of the country to the Pacific 
coast. Standard time is uwmniform inside 
each of these sections, and the time of 
each section differs from that next to it 
by exactly one hour. Thus at 12 noon in 
New York city (eastern time), the time at 
Chicago (central time) is 11 a. m.; at Den- 
ver (mountain time), 10 a. m., and at San 
Francisco (Pacific time), 9 o’clocKk a. m. 
Standard time is sixteen minutes slower at 
Boston than true local time, four minutes 
slower at New York, elght minutes faster 
at Washington, nineteen minutes faster at 
Charleston, twenty-eight minutes slower at 
Detroit, eighteen minutes faster at Kansas 
City, ten minutes slower at Chicago, one 
minute faster at St. Louis, twenty-eight 
minutes faster at Salt Lake City and ten 
minutes faster at San Francisco.

The word Moloch is interpreted in several 
different ways, and it represents sever." 
heathen gods of widely remote countries. 
The statue termed Mecloch, to which the 
querist probably refers, is that one in 
Hindostan where it is reverenced as a god 
and is used for sacrificial purposes. The 
statue proper is the huge semblance of a 
giant man, wrought out of brass. The high 
pedestal on which it’ rests is practically 
an oven, and when fire is kindled under 
the figure the whole mass is heated in- 
tensely. 

Whenever a wave of religious fanaticism 
sweeps over the land, or should a particu- 
lar hational evil demand some remedy, 
sacrifices are made to Moloch. The statue 
is heated to its most intense degree, and 
nude infants thrown into the huge lap of 
Moloch, where the fierce heat soon bakes 
the unfortunate babes into a crisp, The 
British have enacted stringent laws against 
this barbarity and impose heavy penalties 
on their infraction, but the utmost vigilance 
of the officers sometimes fails in prevent- 
ing these cruelties. 

“Suttee’’ was formerly a custom whereby 
a Hindoo widow was required to immolate 
herself on her husband's funeral pyre. No 
woman ever thought of attempting to es- 
cape this death, until law made it a crime. 
It mey now be Said to be extinct.

The Gear of a Bicycle. 
Editor Constitution—Please explain what 
is meant by the ‘“‘gear’’ of a bicycle. 
PEDESTRIAN, 
Thomasville, Ga., July 11. 


The gear of a bicycle is an arrangement 
by means of which a comparatively small 
wheel is made to revolve as if it were a 
very large one—that is, to cover as much 
ground as the large one would im every rev- 
olution. Practically all bicycles now are 
made with 28-inch wheels, and thus, if a 
@-gear is spoken of, it means thut the rear 
wheel of the machine (gear always refers 
to the rear wheel) revolves as if it were 
60 inches in diameter. It is by means of the 
chain turning over two sprocket wheels, 
the large one in front and the small one 
behing, that this result is accomplished. 
The variations in the number of teeth on 
the sprockets determine the gear. Fifteen 
teeth on the front and seven on the rear 
give the gear §0; nineteen on the front and 
eignt on the rear give 60%, etc. The for- 
mula for finding the gear is to multiply the 
actual diameter of the rear wheel, usually, 
as was said above, 28 inches, by the num- 
ber of teeth on the front sprocket, and 
then divide the result of the tumber of 
teeth on th@ rear sprocket.

WILL BE INA PAUPER’S GRAVE 


Mollie McMillan Will Be Laid to Rest 
This Morning. | 


A LANDLORD WANTS HER GOODS 


An Effort Will Be Made To Save Them 
for the Two Orphans Who 
Are Left Alone. 


In a little low room, which is gituated 
above the saloon of W: T. Ellis, on the 
corner of Decatur and Pratt streets, and 
which tells a story of abject poverty and 
a life of pain, there lies the corpsa of 
4a woman. The cold, wan face is upturned 
to the celiing, and the eyes—large cud 
eyes—have a look of pain in them even in 
the glassiness of death. 

Two children ara thrown upon the world 
without means of support by the death of 
this Wwoman—one a girl of fifteen, the other 
a baby of three, and the scene which they 
made at the bedside of their dead. mother 
yesterday will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed it. The little ona played 
about the rocm and@ laughed and prat- 
tled, as if no sorrow had come to mar 
the brightness of its life. It has yet to 
learn the sorrows of life and the stillness 
of death. 

The older girl knew. Sha has seen life 
and has tasted of ita bitterness. All day 
yesterday she sat by the bedsida and moan- 
ed and sobbed, calling her mother’s name 
that she might speak once more, but the 
still lips gave no answer. 

This woman, Mollia McMillan, had been 
sick for threa months. She had come to 
W. T. Ellis some time before and en- 
gaged the little room above his saloon 
at the modest rental of $1 a week, and 
until the time that she became sick she 
paid him covery: She soon became so ill, 
however, “that sha could obtain no money 
and week after week the rent piled up. | 

She managed to scrape together $8, which 
sha sent to the landlord by the girl and 
begged him to allow her to remain in 
the room. She thought that 
be well again soon and promised faithful- 
ly to pay. Ellis consented, and tha little 
family of three continued to live in the 
little low room. About ona month ago, 
however, the woman began to sink and 
appeared to be dying. 

On this occasion Ellis 
come into the room with a bill of sale 
made out to him for the furniture which 
was in the room. He is said to hava told 
her that she would have to secura him 
for the rent and told her to sign the paper. 
She did not Know hew to write, but she 
touched the pem and.made her mark. 

Yesterday morning tha woman died. It 
was soon after the people began to take 
possession of the streets that the saloon 
keeper is said to have put in appearance 
with tha bill of sale.

FOR IMPROVEMENT 


Residents of WhitehaH Want Their Streey 
Put in Good Condition. 


FAVOR WINDENING THE STREET 


Strong Feeling Among the Property 
Owners To Act at Once. 


MOVEMENT GIVEN A REMARKABLE IMPETUS 


Many of the Leading Citizens Say 
*Something Must Be Done To 
Improve the Street. 


_—_-_ 


The movement to widem and improve 
Whitehall street hag been given an impe- 
tus which bids fair to push the question 
near to a climax in the near future. The 
citizens’ of the street are aroused, and 
with remarkable unanimity they declare 
in favor of improving the stré@t to re- 
deem it in the estimation of the residents 


and public generally. 

The agitation of the subject in The Con- 
stitution has caused a general discussion 
of the questions involved among the prop- 
erty owners, and there is a strong feel- 
img among the latter that the time has 
come to act in the matter. Many promi- 
nent citizens who have not been quoted on 
the subject were seen yesterday, and they 
express themselves as heartily and en- 
thusiastically favoring any plan that will 
benefit amd beautify the street. 

Among the ditizens asked about the 
project yesterday is Mr. Walter R. Brown, 
a member of the county commissioners’ 
board. Mr. Brown is not a resident of 
Whitehall street, but he has some decided 
views on the subject of improving that 


thoroughfare. He points out to the citi- 
zens how their street will be greatly ben- 
efited if they will widen and improve it, 


He says: 
Commissioner Brown’s Views. 

“The citizens of Whitehall street have 
before them an opportunity to do a great 
service to the city and to themselves. By 
widening and improving. the street they 
will make it one of the most beautiful 
and attractive thoroughfares in the clty. 
Its natural advantages as a street are 
unequaled. The street runs through a 
section of the city which is unsurpassed 
in its advantages of convenience and lo- 
cation. It is a great artery from a great 
section of the city, county and adjacent 
ceunties on the south and west. Many 
country roads end in Whitehall street and 
the thoroughfare is the natural conmecting 
roadway with the county’s magnificent 
macnadamized road from West End to Mc- 
Pherson barracks, which will be extended 
to College Park. Whitehall can be made 
one of the prettiest streets and drive- 
ways in the south. It can easily be 
widened and improved, and there will be 
"0 more vacant houses and lots along 
the street. I would point to Pryor street 
as an example for the citizens of White- 
hall. It was improved and made a first 
rate street, Look at the dozens and doz- 
ens of fine houses which have recently 
been built, look at the splendid prosperity 
adjacent to Pryor, which is the direct re- 
sult of the improvements made on Pryor. 
We of that street are bappy because the 
street has been improved, and it has bem- 
efited our property far more than the 
outlay necessary in making the improve- 
ments.” 

Colonel George W. Adair Favors It. 

Colonel George W. Adair, the veteran 
real estate man, who is not directly inter- 
ested in the question, says the widening 
of Whitehall street will be a great bemn- 
efit to the whole street and city. He says 
the property will be greatly enhanced in 
value and that the street can be made 
the finest in the city at little cost. He 
says he heartily favors the carrying out 
of g¢he plans of improvement outlined in 
The Constitution, and that the work can 
be done at a reasonable expense. He says 
the shade trees can be removed without 
danger, and that the street. is capable of 
being widened and improved without dif- 
ficulty. 

Dr. W. C. Robinson. 

Dr. W. C. Robinson, a long resident of 
the street, says: 

“T am very much im favor 
the improvements outlined in The Con- 
stitution. The street is entirely too nar- 
row, and should be widened and improved. 
I would like to see it widened ten feet and 
asphalted and the sidewalks laid with tile. 
Let our people arise in this matter and 
take advamtage of the opportunity to ben- 
efit the street. I will willingly donate 
five feet of my front to widen the street.”

TAX PROBLEM A 
HOT LIVE WIRE 


Tax Committee Deals Gently With Mr. 
Thompson’s Little- Resolution. 


WANT BACK TAXES COLLECTED 


Exempticns of Council on Manufactur- 
ing Property Amount to $300,000. 


After Discussing Question at Length 
It Is Decided To Postpone Ac- 
tion for the Present. 


The tax committee of the general council 
has a knotty problem on its hands, one 
which is considered dangerous from a po- 
litical standpoint, and one in which an 
important policy of the city is to be de- 
cided. 

The committee is wrestling with the ques- 
tion of forcing certain manufacturing 
concerns to pay into the city treasury 
many thousand dollars back taxes from 
which they were exempted by councils 
in the past. The amount involved directly 
and indirectly may reach as much as 
$300,000. 

The question has been pending before 
the committee several weeks now, but at 
its meeting yesterday afiernoon it was 
‘again decided to hands off the live wire 
for the present. The committee did not 
like the idea of discussing the question 
within the hearing of the general public 
and a secret session was held to talk over 
the matter. Citizens and reporters were 
barred out while the committee discussed 
the question behind closed doors in Mayor 
Collier’s office. . 

It will be remembered that several weeks 
ago Councilman Thompson introduced a 
resolution in council directing the tax as- 
gessors to proceed to collect certain back 
taxes which were unpaid under exem)- 
tion rights granted in gfecent years. The 
resolution was the nesult}of a report made 
by the assessors shoWing that there is 
$867,000 worth of manufacturing propercy 
in the city which is exempt from (taxation 
and on which the city is getting no tax. 

This report was given in full in The Con- 
stitution at the time. It created a smail 
sensation in the council and for a time it 
seemed that the sentiment was against 
the granting of such privileges, but the 
council has not yet had an opportunity 
to put itself on record on the question. 

What Was Said in Secret Session. 

Mr. Thompson’s resolution was referred 
to the tax committee and he was invited 
to be present at the meeting of the com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. He was ush- 
ered into the mayor's private cffice and 
in the presence of the following menrbers 
of the comunigtee: Chairman Din.mock, 
Mr. Rice. Mr. Hirsch and Mr. Woodward. 
Alderman Tolbert was present as a VIS- 
itor. 

Mr. Thompson told the committee he 
thought tax exemptions wrong, unfair and 
illegal. He said certain manufacturers 
have enjoyed the privilege for years, while 
others have been denied it. He wants a 
un.form system of exempting ail or none. 
He said the manufacturers get police pro- 
tection. fire protection and cheap insur- 
ance, school privileges for their employees, 
city physicians to attend the latter, cheap 
wate® and all the advantages of the city, 
and yet they pay nothing into the treasury 
to help maintain the government. He sad 
he opposed the making of fish of one and 
fowl of another. 

Alderman Dimmock said he favored mak- 
ing tax exemptions for manufacturing 
econeerns for a period of five years from 
the time they begin business. He is not 
in favor of forcing collection of back 
taxes. 


Favors Revoking the Exemptions. 


Alderman Woodward said he favored re- 
voking the exemption privileges now 
standing and making the manufacturers 
pay taxes the same as everybody else, un- 
less the same favors are extended all. He 
doesn’t want any favoritism in matters of 
this kind. 

Alderman Hirsch doesn’t want to interfere 
with the priv.leges already granted. He 
said let each case be decided on its merits. 
He does not want to revoke the rights 
already granted certain manufacturers. 

Alderman Rice does not want to take 
hasty action on the question. He_ said 
it was an important one. He thinks it 
ought not to be d.scugsed by the newspa- 
pers. , 

The committee decided to postpone ac- 
tion. Alderman Dimmock giving as a rea- 
son. after the adjournment of the com- 
mittee, that the committee decided to wait 
until the city attorney could be present be- 
fore taking action.

Charlotte, N. C., July 14.—(Special.)—A 
band of negroes today went to the gingham 
mill wtth the intention of taking Andrew 
Broom, the white boy who killed a negro a 
few days ago and was released by the 
mayor.

Creditors’ Bill Charged That the Ceme- 
tery Company Was Fatally and 
Hopelessly Involved. 


The Hollywood Cemetery Company is in 
the hands of a temporury receiver. 

The litigation was inaugurated yesterday 
by Colonel Alfred E. Buck, minister pleni- 
potentiary from the United States to Ja- 
pan, and Mr. John B. Redwine. the money 
lender, who filed a bill in the superior court 
esking that a receiver be appointed and a 
ten porary restrainine crder issued. 

The bill was drawn up early yesterday 
mornine by Messrs. Arnold & Arnold and 
Peter F. Smith, counsel for the plaintiffs. 
During the day it Was presented to Judge 
Marcus FE. Beek, of the Flint circuit, who 
appointed Mr. Charles M. Curran tempo- 
rary receiver and granted all of the prayers 
of the petition as asked for. In the after- 
noon the bill was placed on record in the 
clerk's office and copies were served upon 
the defendants. 

The Hollywood Cemetery Company. was 
organized and incorporated October 14, 190. 
Eighty-four acres of land situated in land 
let 200, in the fourteenth district, Were pur- 
chased by the charter members of the com- 
peary for the sum of $25,000. The cemetery 
was then outlined and the property laid off 
in lots. The cemetery js located about 
five miles west of Atlanta and is reached 
by the Chattahoochee river car line. 


The original purchase was made _ from 


W. A. Baker subject to a mortgage of 
$5,000 which was in favor of the National 
Railway Building ard Loan Assoctation. 


This mortgage was sued upon and a judg- 
ment for the principal an@ interest was 
secured against the cemetery company in 
the first division of the city court. The 
judgment was levied July 10th and the 
property is now being advertised in the 
sheriff's sales, the date of sale having been 
announced for the first Tuesday in August. 
In the bill yesterday the sheriff was en- 
joined from selling the property until the 
case can be heard and the merits of the 
litigation determined upon. 

While there are many stockholders of 
the company, the movers in the .organiza- 
tion are Messrs. Eady and Mayfield, with 
offices in the Norcross building, the former 
member of the firm being president and 


the other member secretory and general 
manager. The stockholde, are scattered 
about throughout the south, the majority 


of holders also owning lots in the cemetery, 
Insoivency Is the Charge. 

The bill filed yesterday was a creditors’ 
bill and was brought on behalf of all other 
persons who were interested and desired to 
become parties to the litigation. The first 
allegation was that the company was to- 
tually and hopelessly irso!vent, owing a 
large amount of money and not being able 
to ratse any funds with which to pay the 
amount of the judgment or the debts. owed 
other creditors. ’ 

It is claimed that several efforts have 
been made to secure a loan sufficient in 
amount to pay off the debts of the compa- 
ny, but that the money was secured and 
the debts still remain and a multiplicity 
of suits are threatened against the com- 
pany. 

The petition shows that more than 2.000 
lots have been sold and that the purchasers 
of these lots are innovent parties and the 
purchase was made without notice. About 
1,000 internents have been made since the 
cemetery was opened and those lots are in 
darger of being .sold and the titles de- 
stroyed unless the court of equity inter- 
venes and appoints a receiver. z 

There are several thousand lots which 
are as yet unsold and the plaintiffs state 
that it is possible for the entire litigation 
to be arranged so as to protect the present 
rolders of lots.

Railroads Will Not Apportion the Cotton 
Trafic Among Themselves. 


PERCENTAGES ARE GIVEN UP 


But It Will Not Do for Any Road To 
Get Reckless. 


THERE ARE OTHERS, IS THEIR MOTTO 


The Old Differential Question Is Up 
Again and Southern Ports Wish 
To Be Recognized. 


The railway traffic officials spent yester- 
day wrestling over preblems of their own 
and they will be here today and possibly 
tcmorrow. One of them said lust night 
that.if they did not make more progress 
than they have made in the first two days, 
they vould stay here until frest. The 
weather report last night, while indicating 
a continuancé of this cool spell, did not 
show any sign of an early frost. 

One thing seems settled, eo the traffic 
men stated last night, and that is that 
there will be no apportionment of the cot- 
ton this year among the roads. Certainly 
there would be no agreement in writing, 
eny way until a pcolirg law is passed, 
but the sentiment at present 1s against 
even a verbal agreement to apportion out 
the crop by percentages, so much to one 
line and so much to another: so much to 
the Virginia ports and another percentage 
to the south Atlantic cities. 

Every line will be left free to get what 
it can, but if any one road proceeds on the 
:dea of taking it all or capturing every- 
thing in sight there will be trouble on its 
hands. Each road must recognize that 
there are’ others with rights and claims. 
Apportionments have seldom, if ever, been 
strictly adhered to. They served more as 
danger ropes than dead lines... When a road 
went too far in the matter of capturing 
cotton traffic. it was warned or called 
down and notified to hold up. It is thought 
by some of the officials at least that the 
volume of cotton business will largely reg- 
ulate itself among the roads and that 
perhaps they can all get along very well 
without an apportionment. The agreement 
of the old Southern States Freight Asso- 
clation contained a provision for an allot- 
ment of cotton. Tnis was objected to by 
some roads in the southern territory and 
they made it an excuse for staying outside 
the fold. Now they will not have that ob- 
jection. 

An effort will be made today to determine 
the differential on cotten between the Vir- 
ginia ports and the south Atlantic ports. 
A few years ago the rate from this territory 
to Portsmouth or Norfolk was 12 cents 
higher per 100 pounds than the rate to 
Savannah. Charleston or Brunswick... This 
was the differential in favor of the south 
Atlantic ports. In the course of time the 
differential was worked down to § cents a 
hundred, and last year it was only 6 cents 
per 100 pounds. The Virginia ports and the 
lines leading there want this as loW as pos- 
sible. Savannah and Charleston want it 
as high as they can get it. And they es- 
pecially want. it maintained, whatever it 
may be. But there is a road running to 
Portsmouth which is not a member of 
the assoclation, and there is another run- 
ning to Charleston which is not a member. 
The roads which are members say that 
they have to protect themselves and when 
rates are reduced by their competitors they 
have to meet them. This has caused the 
total disappearance of the differential, at 
times, ©» it is said. The Plant, the Cen- 
tral and the Charleston lines claim that 
ocean rates are higher from the south At- 
lantic ports than from Portsmouth. Ocean 
rates fluctuate as well‘as land rates and 
there has béen no little debate over the 
part the marine freight rates cut in the 
total rate from the interior to Liverpool, 
Bremen. Havre and other Puropean ports. 

The differential question will be up to- 
day, but whether it will be settled before 
night is more than any one can tell.

THE ROADS AND THE FATR.

A Committee of Atlanta Officials Is 
Appointed To Consider. 

A conference of executive officials of the 
railroads e@tering Atlanta was held yester- 
day at ithe Aragon to consider the matter 
of subscribing to the state fair fund. 

The roads are willing to aid the move- 
ment, but the manner of doing it seems to 
be the question with them. They do not 
raise any objection to the amount which 
has been asked of them, and if the state 
fair was the only institution to make a re- 
quest of this kind, the matter would be 
quickly settled. 

But it was argued that there are dozens 
of projects which could appeal to the roads 
for aid with as much claim for oOgni- 
tion as the Georgia state fair. A commit- 
tee was appointed to take hold of this ques- 
tion and make a repert on it to the execu- 
tive officers of the terminal lines at a meet- 
ing to be held in Atlanta on August 34. 
This committee consists of Mr. E. C. Spalda- 
ing. vice president of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern; Mr. Joseph M. Brown. 
traffic manager of the Western and Atlan- 
tic; Mr. George C. Smith , president of the 
Atlanta and West Point. It may be that 
they will report a plan which will insure 
the fair all the money asked of the roads 
without subscribing it outright. 
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THE COTTON RATE CAS. 


A Conference of the Executive Officers 
Held and a Policy Outlined. 


A conference was held yesterday of the 
executive officers of the roads in Georgia 
and the petitions for a reduction of the rate 
on cotton was discussed. In a general way, 
the policy of the roads was outlined. In 
their answers to the petition the roads will 
make a showing of their earnings and take* 
the stand that a reduction in cotton rates 
would seriously impair their earnings and 
cripple them financially. They wiil take the 
position that the conditions in Georgla as 


regard cotton are very different from the 


conditions in western states, where wheat 
and corn are the staple crops, but where it 
is cheaper to burn corn for fuel than to 
ship, it 4o market at even the low rates 
which prevail. Corn sold at 15 cents a 


bushel in the west last fall and a pound of | 
it was worth only about one-quarter of a | 


cent, while cotton was worth 7% cents a 
pound. 

The roads will show that Georgia 
the lowest cotton rates in the south 
claim that they are not unreasonable.

WIFE MADE NO WILL 


Says the Nuncupative Will Is the Result 
of a Conspiracy. 


FAMILY AFFAIRS IN COURT 


Propounders Say Wood and His Wife 
Were Not Happily Married. 


MOTIVE FOR THE WILL IS ASSIGNED 


Hearing in Judge Hulsey’s Court Yes- 
terday Brought Out Many Spicy 
and Interesting Details. 


The second day’s hearing of the Wood 
will case in the court of ordinary brought 
out some spicy testimony yesterday. ‘The 
hearing was resumed early in the morn- 
ing and continued until the noon hour, 
when an adjournment’ was taken until 3 
o'clock. The entire afternoon was  con- 
sumed in hearing testimony and the case 
will be resumed tomorrow morning at 9 
o'clock. 

The nuncupative will of Mrs. Florrine 
B. Wood was filed for probate in the or- 
dinary’s office early last spring, dated De- 
cember 22, 1896, and aS a nuncupative will 
is one that is dictated or rather suggested 
by the testator, this will was reduced to 
writing by three witnesses who have since 
made affidavit that the will that they filed 
for probate was the last will and testa- 
ment of Mrs. Wood, 

Mr. J. R. Wood, the husband of the 
testatrix, declares that his wife never 
suggested any will afd that the will which 
has been filed as her last testament was 
mever suggested by her and that the 
whole proceedings is @ conspiracy against 
him. 

it will be. remembered that in the will 
Mr. Wood was completely ignored, although 
it is claimed he was the only iegal heir. 
After making certain provisions, Mrs. 
Wood's alleged will states that all of her 
estate shall become the property of her 
parents. 

It developed in the testimony yesterday 
that the husband was ignored because 
he was untrue to his wife and paid much 
attention to certain ladies who boarded 
at the same place where the Wood family 
lived. The defense then introduced testi- 


mony showing that Mr. Wood was a kind 
and affec’ionate husband and nursed his 
wife unceasingly during her last iliness, 
being present on the afternoon that the 
witnesses declare Mrs. Wood asked that 
her will be made out and filed. 


Family Quarrel Causes a Fight. 


From the standpoint of the defense, the 
following story haS been broyght out in 
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the testimony: After the deaf of Mrs. 
Wood, which occurred December 30th, 
eight days after the will was alleged to 
have’ been spoken, Mr. J. R. Wood, her 
husband. continued to board with Mrs. 
W. T. Hamar, his sister-in-law. ln a few 
says, there was a quarrel be- 
him and W. T. Hamar and pistols 
drawn and the fight was warm for 
a time. Mr. Wood then changed his board- 
ing house, it is said, and went to Nash- 
ville. It was during his absence from the 
citv. he claims, that the alleged will was 
filed In the ordinary’s office tur probate. 


Conspiracy Is Charged. 

The witnesses to the nuncupative will 
are Mr. W. T. Hamar, his wife, whose 
daughter is a legateé under the will; Miss 
Duisy Matthison, who is the music teacher 
of the little daughter of Mrs. Liamar, ard 
Miss Hicks, who isthe chambermaid to 
the Hamar family. Mr. Wood claims that 
these are the persons who allege ihey were 
called in by his wife eignt days befcre 
she died and that it was to them the will 
Was spoken: 

Miss Jacks, who was a .baarder at the 
same place with the Weod family, swere 
vesterday morning that sho Was present 
witb Mrs. Wood on tne afternoon the 
will is claimed to have been spoken. end 
she declares that none of the alleged wit- 
nesses were in the room. Othels swere, 
one of them being a physician, that no 
will-was mede on the afternoo1 raned in 
the will. 


Infidelity Is Charged. 


The propounders to the will claim that 
Mr. Wood was not true to his wife, and 
that it was on this account that he was 
not allowed to have his share of her es- 
tate. Several hkadies who boarded at the 
house testified yesterday afternoon that 
Mr. Wood had taken walks with them 
and had paid them kindly attention, but 
that nothing was thought of ihe matter.

WHO SHOT ALBERT 


Two Arrests Have Been Made by the 
Police. ’ 


SOME IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES 


A City Inspector Saw the Negroes Who 
Did the Shooting. 


THE WOUNDED MAN IS RESTING WELL 


The Chain of Evidence Which Led to 
the Arrest of Son Bentley and 
George Cox. 


There were some important developments 
yesterday in the Patrolman Albert shooting 
case. 

Early yesterday morning another arrest 
Was made by the eity police. 

Acting Chief Manly is in receipt of a 
telegram which came yesterday morning 
announcing that a negro was held at Ab- 
beville, who was supposed to be implicated 
in the attempted murder of Policeman Al- 
bert. 

City Inspector J. R. Lowe called at the 
police barracks yesterday morning and 
gave some important information to the 
detectives who are at work on the case. 

The wounded policeman from last ac- 
counts was resting quietly. The physi- 
clans cannot say yet what the result of the 
injury will be. It will take several days 
before there is any decided change either 
one way or the other. 

Yesterday morning Detective Hewitt ar- 
rested George Cox, a negro about twenty- 
two years of age. Cox is suspected of be- 
ing the dark negro who was with tne 
smaller and yellow negro when Policeman 
Albert was murderously assaulted. He 
was arrested because he was with “San” 
Bentley on the night of the shooting. 

Evidence Against the Prisoners. 


The cause of Bentley’s arrest, which has 
not been made ptblic before. is as follows: 

A short while after Albert was shot Cap- 
tain John Thompson asked him to describe 
the negroes, and in doing so Albert re- 
marked that one of them was small and of 
a light color and “resembled Son Bent- 
ley."’ The Bentley negro is well-known in 
police circles and has a bad reputation. 
Patrolman Albert had no sooner compared 
his assailant. to Bentley than it flashed 
through Captain Thomson’s' mind that 
Bentley might be the person. Officers were 
sent to Bentley’s home at once and they 
ascertained that Son Bentley had not been 
at home all that night. Later it was 
learned that Bentley and Cox were seen 
on the streets at a late hour _ together. 
There were policemen and citizens who had 
seen Bentley with such a straw hat as Was 
dropped by the yellow negro. When ar- 
rested he wore a cap. The hat When tried 
on Bentley’s head fitted him exactly. 

In the meantime news comes from Ab- 
beville, S. C., that Tom Talbert, a suspl- 
cious negro, was been arrested. Talbert 
stole a ride from Atlanta on a rallroad and 
left the very day the shooting took place. 
It will be remembered’ that one of the ne- 
groes ran into the railroad yard and dis- 
appeared. 

An Inspector's Testimony. 


Fifteen minutes before Patrolman Albert 
was shot two negroes walked hurfriedly 
by Sanitary Inspector J. R. Lowe, who was 
stooping at a water plug on the corner 
of ,.Walton and Forsyth streets. He eyed 
the negroes closely as they brushed by him. 
Yesterday morning the inspector called at 


the police barracks and gave a @escription’ 


of the men. It tallied exactly with the 
other descriptions which have been secured. 
Cox, he thought, resembled the dark negro, 
but he did not think Bentley was quite as 
large as the other one. 

Inspector Lowe was shown the straw 
hat which was left by one of the negroes 
in his flight. 

“That's the very hat the yellow negro 
had on,’’ said the inspector. 


Still Another Arrest. 


A third negro was arrested late yesterday 
afternoon on suspicion of being one of the 
men who shot Policeman Albert. He is 
a mulatto and is supposed to be the yel- 
low man in the ease. The negro is Jim Lew- 
is and he was arrested by Patrolman Childs, 

Mose Bentley is working hard helping 
the detectives in order to clear his son. He 
says now that his boy was at home when 
the officers called there Tuesday morning, 
but that his wife made a fearful mistake 
by denying it. She thought they were after 
him for some small cit¥ Gase and would 
mistreat him. 

Bentley says Jim Lewis is the man and 
that there will be strong proof against 


him. 
A Turn for the Worse. 


Late last night the Grady hospital phy- 
sicians reported that Albert was not so 
well, a case of traumatic pneumonia hav- 
ing developed with considerable fever.’ They 
still expressed the opinion, however, that 
the patient would pull through, although 
the pneumonia and fever was not in his 
favor. 

Says Bentley Is Innocent. 


Mosa Bentley, the negro barber and the 
father of “Son” Bentley, who is now held 
by tha police, subject to an investigation 
of the shooting of Officer Albert, called at 

ha Constitution last night and stated that 
a white man who was an eye-witness to 
the shooting has declared that his boy was 
not the negro who shot Albert. 

“My boy was asleep at my house at thg 
time the shooting occurred,” said Bentley 
last night. “‘He has had nothing to do 
with the affair. and is innocent.’’ 

Bentley declined to give the name of the 
witness, saying that he had been instructed 
by the police not to make a statement as 
to the identity of the man.

Governor Atkinson Appointed Georgia 
Delegates Yesterday Morning. 


WILL BE A NOTABLE OCCASION 


Southern Cctton Growers Will Adopt 
Planes for Their Protection. 


WILL WAGE WAR ON THE SPECULATORS 


Governor Culberson Has Issued Invita- 
tions and Many States Will Me 
Represented. 


Governor Atkinson appointed yesterday 
morning the delegates to represent Georgia 
at the legislative convention of the Cotton 
Growers of the Southern States, which 
meets in Galveston, Tex.,, August 2d.

ments are confiscated by arbitrary changes 
in said quotations, where the couttry is 
drained of enormous sums of money and 
the cotton market fluctuated for gambling 
purposes to the great detriment of legiti- 
mate trade. 

The resolutions also cite the-fact that the 
price of labor necessary to marketf and

ufacture and market the same quantity of. 


cotton, is the ratio of two to three, and 
that raw cotton should not sell for less 
than 50 per cent of the manufactured ar- 
ticle, yet as a result of these depresséd 
prices the price of raw goods is between 
400 and 1,400 per cent less than that of the 
n anufactured article. 

The convention was called for the object 
of adopting some plan whereby this im- 
pertant industry may be relieved from 
these speculative influences that oppress 
it and that unlawful interference with the 
cotton trade be suppressed.

An Unknown Negro Is Shot and 
Killed. 


HIS. SLAYER TELLS ALL ABOUT IT 


Circumstances of the Shooting—Died 
in Terrible Agony—Inquest by 
the Coroner. 


Yesterday morning while two small ne- 
gro boys were picking blackberries in the 
rear of the. Soldiers’ Home they came upon 
a negro lying dead in the bushes. They re- 
ported the matter to Mr. Ozburn, who is 
the watchman at the home, and Ozburn 
hurried to the city and communicated the 
facts to the coroner. 

It was rumored at first that the dead ne- 
gro was one of those who had assaulted 
Patrolman Albert, but this was totally 
without foundation. The dead man had 
been killed by another negro named Luther 
Anthony, who works on Gill's dairy near 
the home. He-told the whole story of the 
killing to the coroner's jury and was ex- 
onerated. 

Anthony said that on Tuesday he went to 
his house and found a strange negro in his 
eating room. “As I approached him. he 
jumped around and said: ‘Boo!’ With this 
he laughed and asked if he had scared me. 
I told him no, but he must get out of my 
house. ¢gie replie he would leave 
when .ha got ady. \pulled him to the 
door and that I ae make him go 
with me to the white folks. I had secured 
my pistol. I saw him)\run his. hand 
into his shirt bosom and\as I caught a 
glimpse of a pistol handle \I pulled my 
weapon and fired. The negro turned and 
fled, and I did not know Whether I had 
hit him or not. When 1 /heard about a 
dead man being found near the Soldiers’ 
home, I went and looked at him and saw 
at once that he was the man I had shot 
a.” 

The dead negro must have suffered the 

most terrible agony as he lay in his death 
struggles alone in the woods at night. 
For twenty feet around him the ground 
was torn up and his clothing was nearly 
stripped from his body. He finally died 
upon his back with bis legs drawn up and 
his fists clinched as if the last breath had 
been in a throe of agony. 
«His fame could not be ascertained. No 
one who viewed the dead body could iden- 
tify the man, and there was nothing in 
his pockets from which his name could be 
learned. 

Immediately after the coroner had held 
an inquest the body was taken to the ceme- 
tery by Undertaker Lee and consigned to 
an unmarked grave in the potter's field.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 

Atlanta, July 14—The most important 
feature in today’s cotton market was the 
full response of Liverpool. A substantial 
advance of 4 points took place, due to cable 
reports of dry weather and to some spe- 
Cial buying for long account. That mar- 
Ket closed quiet with most of the advance 
maintained. Opening prices here were firm 
ut 6 to $8 points higher. at which level the 
bulls showed a disposition to realize, caus- 
ing an easier feeling and a loss of 8 points 
from the best of the day, part of which 
was later recovered on the continued fav- 
orable demand for spot cotton. The weath- 
er reports of today show little or no rain 
in the .ctton belt, and this fact induced 
some buying. In their issues of July 13th, 
The Galveston News and The Houston 
Post show good rains in forty different 
points in Texas, which will prove of ma- 
terial benefit. Among today’s receipts at 
interior points there were six bales of new 
cotton. The public appears in a waiting 
attitude with the hope of something defin- 
ite turning up in either direction, any one 
of which would enliven speculation and put 
some energy in the market. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, July 14.—The dry gouds’ mar- 
ket is still restrained in its scupe by un- 
favorable price conditions in ali lines of 
Staple cottons, particularly in bleached 
goods.

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OUR WHEAT FOR EASTERN ASIA. 


Exports to China and Japan This Year 
Should Reach 456,000 Bushels. 

Washington, July 14—Some important 
data as to the possibilities of the material 
extension of the foreign markets for our 
cereals is given in a report of the agricul- 
tural department on ‘United States wheat 
for Eastern Asia,” 


the new wheat producing areas in other 
parts of the world and the increasing com- 
petition the United States is compelled _to 
meet in European markets, the future dis- 
posal of our surplus wheat has become an 
important question. It has been suggested 
that the changes now taking place in the 
civilization of Japan and China may result 
in the opening there of markets for our 
wheat that will to some extent compen- 
sate us’ for losses that may be incurred 

through the increasing competition of 
other countries in the hLuropean markets 
that this country formerly Was able to con- 
trol. The report says that chief among the 
indications of plausibility of the suggestion 
is the remarkable increase in our exporta- 
tions of wheat to eastern Asia during the 
decade just closing. Most of this wheat is 
shipped in the form of flour, exports of 
grain being comparatively small. The total 
amount of wheat flour shipped to Japan and 
China during the entire fiscal year 1897, 
just closed, should reach, it is stated, above 
a million barrels, equivalent to more than 
4,00,00 bushels of wheat. The major por- 
tion of American flour sent across the Pa- 
cifle goes to Hong Kong and is thence dis- 
tributed to other Chinese por#s. Exports of 
flour to Japan, while considerably smaller 
than to China, show an increase during the 
last few years proportionately ‘even great- 
er than to China. It is estimated that the 
total exports of wheat flour from this coun- 
try to Japan during the fiscal year just end- 
ed amount to 200,000 barrels. The exports 
of wheat in the grain have been chiefly 
to Japan. American wheat also is sent to 
eastern Asia in the form of bread and 
biscuits, but not in very large quantities. 
Official statistics indicate that the capacity 
of Japan for wheat production has not in- 
creased commensurately with the growth 
in population, showing constantly increas- 
ing dependency upon the wheat fields of 
other countries for its supply. There is 
abundant statistical evidence, and {t Is cited 
to show that the amount of wheat con- 
sumed by the inhabitants of Japan is stead- 
ily increasing. As the years go by the 
Japanese diet doubtless will become grad- 
ually changed to accord with American and 
I-uropean customs, and this means a larger 
wheat consumption. Wheat consumption 
in China also is increasing. When this great 
nation of 500,000,000 people is once fairly 
open to fcreign influence, the department 
believes the possibilitles of the situation 
that may result can hardly be overesti- 
mated. The report concludes: 

“Clearly, then, these oriental countries 
are well worth the attention of the Ameri- 
can wheat grower, and especiall now that 
Russia, Argentine and other great wheat 
producing covntries are competing with us 
so strongly for the Europein market. It 
may be that in the future eastern Asia will 
affcrd field enough for the disposal of our 
surplus wheat to offset all possible losses 
in the markets of Europe.”’ 


The Live Stock Market. 


Chicago, July 14.—In cattle there was 
an improved demand from tha start, the 
light run making all classes of buyers 
eager to purchase, and prices averaged 1l0c 
per 100 pounds higher. Sales were brisk, 
While the supply lasted at $3.8@S.9 for 
native beef steers, the bulk selling at$1.25q@- 
4.85 and extra lots were scarce and sold at 
$0.10@<s.15. Butehers’ and canners’ stuff 
shared in the advance, and fat heifers sold 
particularly well.

RECEIPTS UNUSUALLY LIGHT 


Other Markets Did Not Fare So Well, 
Corn and Provisions Closing 
Lower—Oats Dull. 


Chicago, July 14—It was a contest in 
wheat today between small exports and 
the weakness of the minor markets on one 
side and strong cables, small new wheat 
arrivals and a large visiblg decrease on the 
other. The result was a drawn battle, Sep- 
tember wheat closing exactly where it 
rested yesterday. The other markets did 
not fare so well, corn declining %c and oats 
about the same. Provisions closed unchang- 
ed to 10@12%c lower. 

Wheat opened strong at an improvement 
of from % to %c per bushel under the in- 
fluence of an ddvance from % to %c at Liv- 
erpool before trading commenced here. 
There was a good deal for sale at the ad- 
vance, the marketing of which caused the 
price to drop back to a shade below the 
rate current at the close. The opening sales 
of September were made at 674@67%c, com- 
pared with yesterday's closing price of 67c. 
It sold almost immediately to 67%4c and 
then a long, irregular decline ensued, the 
market resting at 66%@66%c, at about 11 
o'clock. The advance at Liverpool was not 
the only encouragement the bulls had to 
start with. The day’s statistical report 
and small local receipts helped. Chicago 
received 8 caPloads of wheat, five of which 
was new, against 103 carloads of new re- 
ceived the corresponding day last year, and 
64,500 bushels of the spring wheat were in- 
spected out of store this morning. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth got 1 cars, compared 
with 273 the similar day of last year. The 
aggregate of receipts at Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Toledo, Detroit and Chicago were 
103,800 bushels, compared with 362,000 bush- 
els last year. The clearances of wheat and 
flour from Atlantic seaports were again 
small at equal to 117,000 bushels. Seaboard 
advices regarding foreign demand were con- 
tradictory. New York said cabled offers 
had been accepted, and some more worked 
besides, but Baltimore wired that no accep- 
tances and not even a decent bid from 
abroad had been received. The market here 
rallied easily from breaks and broke again 
with nearly equal facility, but the efforts 
to get the price permanently below yester- 
day’s figures were unavailing. After its 
first decline, September raillied again to 
a shade over 67c and was 674%c when Brad- 
street’s visible was made known. That 
showing a decrease in Europe and afloat of 
2 500,000 bushels and in this country of 
1,446,000 bushels, or within a trifle of 5,000,- 
000 bushels total decrease, caused a quick 
rise to 67l4c, but it dropped again to 67c 
in the following ten minutes. That was the 
price asked at the close. 

In corn the favorable weather caused the 
speculative sentiment to incline toward 
the selling side and caused a %c decline 
during the morning. The firmness of wheat, 
however, acted as a constant restraint on 
short selling, and the market recovered 
part of the loss later in the day, following 
the general improvement. Trading through- 
out was light and mostly professional. Lo- 
cal receipts were 414 cars. September open- 
ed unchanged at 26%c, declined to 26%c and 
recovercd to 26%c, where it closed. 

Oats were dull and inclined to sympathize 
with corn. Most of the crop reports were 
bearish, although there was some confilict- 
ing statements. Cash demand was good. 
Local receipts were 171 cars. September 
opened unchanged at 18%4c and gradually 
declined to 18c, closing at 18@18%¢c. 

Provisions started easy, but soon became 
radically weak. The break in corn started 
short selling, and offerings soon became 
more liberal than the limited demand could 
absorb, a sharp decline in prices ensuing. 
Buying orders became heavy when wheat 
advanced late in the day and part of the 
loss was recovered. The closing was easy. 
September pork closed 10@1l2%c lower at 
$7.4214@7.45, September lard about unchang- 
ed at $3.90 and September ribs 2%¢c lower 
at $4.27%.

General Evans Out. 

“IT am deeply interested in the design to 
make a very great occasion of the reunion 
rext year in Atlanta, but there is no po- 
litical purpose in anything which I or oth- 
ers may do in making this reunion a great 
event in Georgia. 
gia of which I am chief is composed of 
noble men of all parties and the 
their order absolutely forbids the use of 
the organizetion for any political purpose. 
Il am-attending closely to my private af- 
faws, as I have great need to do in times 
like these, and have no knowledge that I 
am needed for any public trust.’’ 

With General Evans and General Gordon 
the other candidates may 
be classed in two divisions—those who are 
row a part of the state administration and 
those who are not. In the 
Attorney General Joe Terrell and Secre- 
tary of State Candler. Secretary of State 
Allen D. Candler is being” industriously 
boomed by the state press without any 
effort on his part to secure gratuitous ad- 
vertising of that sort. Colonel Candler is 
attending to the duties of his office without 
consideration of political affairs and is not 
losing sleep because his friends are agi- 
tated in his behalf. When asked yesterday 
@s to his candidacy, he picked up a pen 
which lay before him on his desk; dipped 
it in the ink, and wrote the following an- 
nouncement: 

“I'am jin no sense of the term a cand@i- 
date for governor. I am very well satisfied 
to remain where Iam. Bvt I would rather 
Bee the ancient landmarks of democracy 
restored, and the clean, simple methgds of 
our fathers revived in our party politics 
sthan to hold any office in the gift of the 
people.’”’ 

Colonel Candler said that he was a be- 
liever in the good old-fashioned campaigns 
Which the democratic party of the past was 
familiar with, and that a candidate who 

egan running now would lose his breath 
long before election day. 

Must Be a Democrat. 

“There is one thing I might add,” he 
faid, “and it is this: The next governor of 
Georgia will be a man who stands with 
both feet squately on the democratic plat- 
formas adopted at Chicago, and who has 
been there long enough to get a foothold.” 

Attorney General Joseph M. Terrell is 
all but an announced candidate. He is 
Certainly in the race. Senator Battle, of 
Columbus, wh¢ Ifves in Attorney Terrell’s 
Congress.onal district, says: 

“I do not know how the 
lanta fee] the governorship, and I 
fuppose that it is too early yet to start 
the campaign, but down our way there is 
avery strong and growing desire that Joe 
Terrell become a candidate. I have not 
talked with him on the subject and I do 
hot know whether he has considered the 
Subject or not, but if he should decide to 
Make the race he could get about all the 
votes we have. There has been so much 
Printed about the governorship that one 
is almost compelled to believe that the 
Campaign has opened, but it is a big mis- 
take, in my mind, to start it so soon.’ 

Over at the capitol Attorney General 
Terrell was plunged knee deep into legal 
iterature when a reporter calléd and asked 
him if he wanted to be governor. 

“That's something I can't talk about.” 
he said. “If you had asked me if I-were a 
candidate in the ordinary sense of the 
Werd, I could have told you that I am not, 
for I have neither consulted my friends 
nor my own inclinations as to my action 
in that respect. In fact, I have been too 
busy with’ the work of this office to bother 
With politics and there is too much uncer- 
tainty as to what the next year will bring 
forth to warrant any man in declaring his 
Candidacy for anything at this time. If I 
do become a candidate I will not hesitate to 
announce the fact.’’ 

No Deals Yet. 

There is a belief among the politicfans 

that deals for office in Georgia are ar- 
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ranged either in the capitol or the Kim- 
ball house, but it may be positively an- 
nounced at this time the sentiment ag to 
the gov@rnorship is so widely divided that 
these two centers of democracy are not 
in the possession of the friends of any can- 
didate. There are some reasons to believe 
that Governor Atkinson favors the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Terrell, but the influence of 
the administration under present condi- 
tions cannot be used effectively in any 
one man’s interest. 

Outside of the administration the most 
conspicuous candidate is Fleming duBbig- 
non, Whose attitude in the contest is caus- 
ing more speculation at the present time 
than that of any other man. There is no 
longer any doubt that Mr. duBignon is 
willing to make the race for the governor- 
ship on the Chicago platform and that if 
he should be nominated as a free silver 
candidate he would not decline the nomi- 
hation. While Mr. duBignon hag not 
avowed his intention of making the race, 
he has been very generally discussed as 
a probable candidate, and it is well known 
that he has quietly discussed the matter 
among his friends. If he makes. the race, 
it wll be as a platform democrat. His

ing such an idea. He is a man of great 
nersonal strength, and, like Mr. duBignon, 
has formed many warm friendships 
through his frequent legislative service.

He has 
any number of times concerning 
of his name in connection with guberna- 
torial honors; and while he does not an- 
nounce his candidacy, he carefully refrains 
from any declaration that will leave the 
impression that he'will not be in :he race.

Henry M. MelIntosh, editor of The Albany 
Herald, and one of the pioneers in the 
free coinage movement which swept the 
State last year. His loyalty to this lead- 
ing issue of the party goes beyond the 
Griffin convention, in the formation of 
which he took a prominent part—as he 
did in shaping the result in the campaign 
leading to the state convention last year. 
He is an unswerving democrat, and the 
mention of his name has evoked enthusi- 
astic approval from his friends in all parts 
of Georgia. Mr. McIntosh has maintained 
discreet silencé, refusing either to an- 
nounce his candidacy or to declare that 
he will not be in the race—a good evidence 
of the fact that he has given the mention 
of his name serious consideration, 

As to Hal Lewis. 


Hon. Hal T. Lewis, of Greensboro, is also 
figuring conspicuously in the discussion 
about the gubernatorial nomination. Mr. 
Lewis is the man who was selected by 
the Georgia. delegation to present the 
name of Hon. W. J. Bryan to the national 
democratic convention at Chicago, and he 
did it in one of the best speeches of the 
convention—a speech which was so forcible 
and so well received as to emphasize the 
fa@t that it played no little part in, cre‘t- 
ing the RKryan tire which swept the con- 
vention. Like Mr. McIntosh, Lewis is an 
original silver man. He is one of the best 
democrats in Georgia; numbers his friends 
among prominent men by: the hundred; 
and will hold his own on the stump with 
any man in Georgia. Mr. Lewis does not 
deny the soft impeachment that he is a 
candidate, though he refuses to make any 
announcement whieh would have the effect 
of putting him in the race. His friends, 
however, are moving actively for him, and 
his home paper, The Greensboro Herald— 
one of the best of the weekly papers in 
the state—is doing its best to let the public 
understand that Mr. Lewis is the man 
for the place.
